Mr, Gibson Bowles Objects to Canadian 
Sealers Being Subjected to Search and 
Seizure-Second Ileudinc I'ostponed. 

London, Juno 1 1 — A debato took place 
in tho House of Commons this evening on 
tho aecend reading of tho now bill for the 
regulation of a-alir.g In Behring boo. 
ThomaB Gibson B iwlos, Conservative mem- 
ber of parliament from Lynn Regis, asked 
whether Canada had o-insontod to the ar- 
rangements embodied in the bill. Ho com- 
plained that while Arni-rica hid mado re- 
strictions on the unlawful soizuro of aoalera, 
Russia had not moved in tho mattor. Ho 
moved an amendment vgtinst withdrawing 
British protection from British Buljscto, 
and subjecting them in times ol peace to 
search and eolzure by foroign naval oiiic- 
era. 

Sir E, Grey, parliamentary secretary to 
tho foreign office, replied that tho Russian 
dispute wuu still undor negotiation. Con- 
tinuing, ho said that tho govornmont haddono 
everything to meot tho Canadian objections 
consistent with executing tho agreomont 
with Russia. Ho bolioved that tho reatrio- 
tions imposed by the bill wei o only fair and 
reasonable 

Mr. Bowles' amondmonb waa rejected by 
a vote of 87 naye to 11 yeaa. Tho second 
roading of tho bill waa postponed.

London, June 14.— Mr. William Smith,

tho Canadian government unless he was 
duly authorized to make a statement.

Debate on 8chool Question to Begin Monday

Winnifeg, June 14. — (Special) — The 
sohool question was not referred to ab this 
afternoon's session of tho legislature, whloh 
was very brief.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouver, June 14, — Thomas, alias 
Navy Jack, haa boen fined §100 for smug- 
gling hardwaro into Vancouver from Soabtle. 
[The oolored man Campbell, recently arrested 
in Soattlo on suspicion of having received 
Btolen goods, hired Thomas to take hard- 
waro to Vanoouvor cheap, that had beon 
bought in Seattle. Thomaa smuggled the 
hardwaro in and to gratify a grudge in- 
formed tho Seattle polioo that Campboll was 
reeoiving stolon goods. Campbell then split 
on ThomaB. 

The pharmaceutical socioty of the pro- 
vince met yesterday and doolded to join tho 
Canadian association, if such an association 
us is talked of bo formed.

Tho tram company, with rails on all tho 
principal etreecs of Westminster and Van- 
couver and twelve milosof rails between tho 
two cities, is considering tho advisability of 
extending their lino from hore to Stoveston. 
Both municipalities havo signified thoir 
willingness to assist. 

Tho body of tho klootohman of Chiof 
George (found drowned the previous day)

ROSSLAND. 

(From tho Rcssland Miner.) 
On April 12 Billy Lynch Iooatod tho Com 
mander, two miles due oasb of Roasland 
For a while it looked as though the Com 
mander ground was overlapped by a prior 
location, but a tape line demonstrated that 
there waa no ground in dispute. On, Thurs- 
day tho Commander waa Bold F. A. Hoinze, 
of tho Montana Ore Parohasing Company of 
Butte, for $3,000 oasb, $1,500 in sixty daya, 
§1,500 in four months, and tho balanoo in a 
yeur. If the Commander and other properties 
in its neighborhood make aa good mines as 
they aro promising prospects, they will have 
a big effect in determining tho location of 
the first copper plant erected in West 
Kootonay. 

The R E. Lee and Maid of Erin aro im- 
proving with development work. A body 
of solid oro was run into early in tho week. 

The World, an oxtension of tho Com- 
mander, has 4i feet of as protty ooppor oro 
on ib as was ever seen in Trail Croek or any- 
where else, and thoro is enough of it to 
make a big mine. 

On April 27 John D. Porter and Patriok 
Welah, acquired an option on the Georgian 
for $20,000. Thoy havo shown it up in 
suoh shapo that tho original owners would 
be glad to buy it baok at the old figure. 
Tho Georgia joina tho Iron Horao and Iron 
Colt on the north. 

A E. Humphreys of Duluth, has Bunk a 
shaft on the Iron Horao, whioh is now down 
.'16 feet, sample assays yielding first $10, 
then 515, and finally at tho 36 foot level 
$27 to tho tun whioh is pay oro. This shows 
r.hat Troll Creek mines do improve with 
depth. 

Some very fino samples of ore have boen 
brought in from the Ontario, on tho north 
slope of Red mountain. A practioal mining 
man said : " In estimating tho resources of 
Trail Creok tho north slope of Red mountain 
must not bo overlooked ; I never Baw a 
strongor, prottier voiu than ia on tho On- 
tario. Tho ore docs not assay very high in 
gold on tho surface, but there is nothing 
done on it yet." 

The Cliff mine appoars this week as an ore 
shipper and dividend paying mine. Somo 
very good oro is boing obtained. S. M, 
Wharton got a return of $11 in gold on one 
eamplo ho had tOHtod. 

Tho Oitawa, tho first easterly extension 
of the St. Mary, was sold for 84,500, $3(10 
being paid down and the b.ilauco within 30 
days. Tho Ottawa staudo as good a Bhow to 
make a mine as anything in tho camp. 

The shipments for tho first week in Juno 
aro tho heaviest on record, being 530 tons 
by way of Trail and 317} by way of North- 
port. This means an output of $160,000 a 
month, or at the rato of nearly $2,000,000 a 
year.

TRADE REVIEWED. 

Dun's ami BradBtreet's Announce Almost 
Uniformly. Favorable Reports From 
All Parts. 

New York, Juno 14 — R. G, Dun &. Co. 
in their weekly reviuw of tho trade Bay : 
" Not for a l5ng time have our reporto from 
all parts of the country been ao uniformly 
favorable. Theyenrly avorugobank oloarings 
jn Juno thuB far were 24 8 por cent, larger 
than laBb year, thougb 11.4 per cent, leea 
than in 1892 Tho moat potent influeooo 
has bean the reooipt of moro favorublo ad- 
vices regarding tho growing oropa. The 
labor troubles aro getting out of tho way 
and wages in many establishment! 
are rising, and with the iron 
industry jusb now loading, tbcro ia a general 
improvement in manufactures, Monetary 
conditions alao holp. Tho government crop 
reports were bo much less dismal than waa 
expected that they really extinguished for a 
time a host of calamitous rumora. The do- 
oldodly cheering outlook for spring wheat, 
whioh our own and other private advioes 
a infirm, goos far to balance tho reports of 
loaa in tho winter whoat regions, and oven 
these in tho light of tho demonstrated defici- 
ency of tho official roturns of 
acroagn woro found far moro en- 
couraging than previous accounts. Tho 
official statement of 14 S por oent. do 
crease in tho cotton acreage was quickly 
found, in viowof tho revised govorumont cs- 
timatoH for last your, to moan more than 
two million acres now growing cotton, 
which muah exceedB the best unotlioial es- 
timates, and from on area no greater, over 
9,000,000 bales were produced in 1S91 
The cotton milla aro doing well, 
for the season, and numerous advances 
of an eighth to a quarter in 
brown sheetings, drillw, bloucned muellu, 
are still reported. The wool manufacturers 
look for a speedy sottlement of tho labor 
troubles and find a moderate demand for 
low and modium heavy weight goods, while 
some of tho cheaper linos of goods have boen 
opened with encouraging reportB, Tho out 
pub of pig iron on Juno 1 waB bub a trifle 
larger than on May 1, The anthraoito coal 
trade does not maintain the improvement 
rncontly reported, and with palpable over 
production tho price has declined 25 conta. 
The failures for the past woek havo been 
241 in the United States against 232 last 
year, and 24 in Canada againBt 40 lost 
year." 

Bradstreot's says : " Tho recent cheok to 
the activity in general trade, taking the 
country as a whole, which followed tho 
severe and unusual froatB of tho olooo of 
May baa begun to register itself in rela 
tively'fower upward spurts of prices for 
Btaplea and a moderately smaller total of 
earnings. Cotton, leather, wheat, railway 
and other securities havo oaoh presented a 
season of active demand and advancing 
prices, but none of them have outdone iron 
and Bteol, which, without special orders 
from railroad and other large consumer 
have again advanced all along tho line. The 
industry is undoubtedly in a better poaltion 
to-day than for years.

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BOULTBEE VS. ROLLS. 



Divisional Court Allows, With Costs, 
the Appeal From Judge Bole s 
Decision. 



Reasons Given by Chief Justice Davie 
For Finding Against the 
Respondent 



The Divisional court, consisting of Chief 
Justice Davie and Mr. Justice Walkcm 
havo allowed the appeal in Boultboe v. Rolls 
The following ia tho judgment of the 
Chief Justice : 

This is an appeal from the decision of the 
County Court Judgo for Now Westminstor, 
declaring a certain abaoluto hill of aale of 
the grantor'u stock in trade of drugs, goods 
and merchandise, in favor of Willium Kolle, 
dated the 14th of August, 18i)3, by Jamoa 
F. Rolls, who, at the time of the bill of sale 
and previously, carried on the business of a 
chemist and druggiat at Vancouver, to be 
fraudulent and void as againat creditors 

The matter came before the County court 
upon an interpleader summons taken out by 
the aheriff, who had aoized the goods under 
an execution for f'2So 00 (debt and expenses) 
upon a judgment recovered by Boultboo 
againBt J-itiius F. Rolls, tho grantor of the 
bill of sale in itauo. 

It was objected at tho outset that the ap 
peal was upon matter of fact only, and that 
no such appeal liie, as, by section 17 of the 
" County courts amendment act, 1893, 
appeals are limited to questions of law ; but 
section 17 h.s apparently no force, aB under 
Beetion 8, seotiou 17 comes into force only 
when proclaimed, and I cannot find that it 
has been prt cl limod. II section 17, then, ia 
not in foieo, the appeal is governed by sec 
tion ;i nf tho " County courts amendment 
act, 1892," which gives an appeal both as to 
fact and law, when the amount involved ia 
(aa in this ciai ) over $2o0 

On the other hand it was urged by tho re 
spondent that there had been no proper ser 
vice of tho iatorploador proeeBB upon the 
respondent, and that therefore the county 
court judge had no jurisdiction over him ; 
but) the county oourt judge was satisfied of 
tho proof of service, and I am of opinion 
that his decision on this point is final. 

The bill of sale in question waa drawn by 
or under the supervision of the respondent, 
who is described In the affidavit of the at- 
teating witneBa, his clerk, as " a convey- 
ancer." The grantee is a cousin of tho 
grantor, and carries on a Bimllar business in 
San Franoiaco. There was no money poid 
as consideration for the tranafer, 
which embraced gooda to the value 
of fire thoueand dollars ; the expressed 
consideration for the bill of aale boing tho 
nominal sum of $1, und wo are alBO informed 
that contemporaneously with the bill of sale 
the grantor conveyed all tho real eBtaro he 
poBseesed, worth a further sum of $5,0(J0, to 
the same grantee for nominal consideration. 

Of even date with tho bill of bj-.Io wbb a 
separate agreorr.ent, between the grantor 
and grantee, under which it is mutually 
agreed that for the term of his natural life 
the grantor shall be omployed as manager of 
tho business at a monthly salary of $60, bo 
long us tho businoss be carried on at Van- 
couver ; or $100 if tho cousin should remove 
the business to Kaslo or elsowhere away 
from Vancouver. In either caao tho grantor 
was, in addition to salary, to re- 
ceive a oommiaslon of five per cent, 
on all the gross aalos of the 
business, whilst he should continue as 
manager. Provision is rrade in the agreo- 
mont for tho keeping by the intended 
manager of proper and correct books of 
acoount, statements from which were to be 
furnished tho couain every aix months ; all 
receipts of the business were to be deposited 
to the credit of tho oouain In a ohartered 
bank, and there waB a furthor provision in 
the deed that if the manager should at 
any time be incapacitated through 
Illness or otherwise from manag 
ing the buelnees, tho cousin should 
provide him a home and all the necessaries 
of life free of expense for bo long as the in 
capacitated manager should require. There 
is also a clause in the agreement where- 
under the cousin agroes to assume and pay, 
and does thereby assume, oil the existing 
liabilities of James S. Rolls, tho grantor of 
the bill of sale, in connection with the busi- 
ness theretoforo carried on by the grantor 
at Vancouver, "a list of whioh liabilities 1b 
hereunto annexod," but there iB no liat or 
schedule attrched to the deed, nor was there 
any evidence to show that such a list had 
over been annexod or even prepared, nor ia 
thoro any evidenco to show that Jamea F. 
Rolla^owed any dobts at tho time of the 
transaction :n question, except to 
tho oonvoyancor, Boultbee, and a 
debt to the Merchants bank, which was 
secured, and has since been released : uuy, 
tho uncontradicted ovidonco of JameB F. 
Rolls states that he had no creditors that he 
,knew of, save Boultbee, and that at tho 
time of the transfer ho had sottled with all 
of hla oredltora that he know of. It hae not 
been ahown that Jamea F, Rolle contracted 
any dobta after tho transfer, or that, with 
the exception of Boultbeo, ho owes a dollar 
to aDyono to-day. 

Now, whilst a voluntary transfer of pro- 
perty, such as thia undoubtedly waa, would 
be utterly valueless aa againBt any creditor 
defranded thereby, it in abundantly clear 
that a man, who ia not in debt, may mako 
any disposition of his property that he likes, 
and that, unless it can be ahown that the 
voluntary settlement is with tho intont to 
dtfoat, delay, or defraud creditors, it is 
valid and unassailable. (Soorx pirto Mercer, 
in re Wise, L. R , 17 Q.B 1) 290 ) 

JameB F. Rolls states in his evIdeDco that 
his luapon for giving the bill of sale wua 
family jealousies; which seems to bo a moro 
likoly reason than any intontion to defraud 
creditors, when tho only creditor to bo de- 
frauded waB tho very muri who drew the 
document, and who was tho ^rantor'a pro- 
feaaional agent and adviser in the transac- 
tion. Whether I am right in thia vlow or 
cot, it ia distinctly stated, and not contra- 
dicted, that, with tho oxceptlon of 
tho Merchants Bank, which, as 
before mentioned, waa aocured, and 
has ainco released tho dobt, there 
was no creditor oxcopt Boultboo, and 
Boultboo tolls ua that James F. Rolle, at 
the time of tho transaction, owed him $'i">U, 
the aubject of tho preaent claim (tho par- 
ticulars filod in oourt do not Bupport a claim 
to even that amount, but, in the view I 
take, thia ia immaterial) It la, as I have 
beforo mentioned, dmtinctly stated, and not 
denied, that Boultbee waa not only awaro 
of, but hiinsolf , or by hie ciork, drew thoBo 
papers ; und, moroovor, waa Jamea F. Rolls' 
agent and advisor In tho transaction, and 
Boultboo cornea into court and tella uo that 
tho primary object of tho bill cf aale waB to 
protoot Jamea F. Rolla from hla creditors. 

Aa there wero no credltora at tho timo ex- 
cept Houltbeo, this object to protect as 
against creditors must havo had reforonco to

Can he, now that ho 
fiuds himself tho victim of his own fraud, 
place himself in the same position as If he 
had nevor been a party to it ? I think aot.

To tiik Editor : -The Loyal Dauntless 
lodge case having been settled this day in 
court, will you kindly ullow mo ppaco to 
deal with a communication addressed to you 
and bearing the Bignature of Prov. Grand 
Master Jamea Tagg ' 

The membera of Dauntless lodge having 
repeatedly proteated againa' irregularities In 
connection with the Grand Lodge, and their 
proteata having been disregarded, decided 
to withdraw from tho jurisdiction of tho 
Grand Lodge. Thia ia not the action of a 
few chronic kickers aa atated by Mr. Tagg. 
Tho memboro are only pursuing the cnurBO 
followed by other ludgea, notably Paclfio 
lodge, Vancouvor, with 180 members ; 
Golden lodge, Nanaimo ; Royal City lodge, 
Westminster ; Miaslon lodge, Northfiold 
lodco and several others who for similar 
reasons havo either disbanded or eecoded 
from t ho order. 

At a regular mooting of Dauntless lodge, 
and at whioh the majority of tho members 
wero present, a resolution to withdraw from 
tho order was offered, eighteen voting for 
and twnlvo againat it. Provincial Grand 
Master Tagg, who ia a member ol Dtuntloes 
lodge, agreed with the other membera pre- 
aent to the appointment of a committee to 
distribute the funds among the membera, 
anil ho certainly did not deal fairly with 
them when, forgetting his promlaes at tho 
meeting, he aecuroB an Injun o tion to restrain 
the treasurer from paying tho money by tho 
direction of tho committoo. 

At tho laat rogular mooting of tho lodge 
ho took upon himself tho responsibility of 
suBpondinK three nf tho eighteen members 
who voted for -withdrawal, Tho constitu- 
tion of the COO F. gives tho right of sus- 
pension to the Grand Lodgo officers ooly aa 
a body, and not to any individual member 
thereof. Evidently awaro that theeo mem- 
bera would protest against suspension it was 
arranged that polico officer Haughton should 
be preaent. Thin gentleman at>Ued, as an 
officer, that these members withdraw, and 
rather than havo any trouble with i\ police- 
man, they did bo. It la to bo queationed 
whether police cifijor Haughlon did not ex- 
ceed his duty in ordcriog tho romoval of 
membera whoso only crime was to opposo 
tho action of tho grand maator. 

At one timo thoro wero over 1,200 mem- 
bera of thia order in the province, but be- 
cauao of tho alleged arbitrary measures of 
Grand Lodgo officers the membership has 
dwindled till at proaont there aro loss than 
2S0 mombora in good atanding. Of theoo 
ihe lodgo at Cobble Hill la about to disband,

anted, and if they have a preference for in- 
efSoient teachers and inoonvenienb and In- 
sanitary school housos, let them have them. 
They will bo tho sufferers, and why 
should the general prtbllo or the people's 
repreBentativoa Interfere! Bub a govern- 
ment cannot and ought not to reason in thia 
way. It Is its duty to see that tho people's 
money is properly expended aid that it pro- 
duces the effects intended by the expendi- 
ture. It cmnob shirk Us duty in tho matter 
of eduoiitlon. It must dn what is necessary 
to make Buro that tho oonduct, nianagomenb 
and regulations of tho Bohools ure not " de- 
fective," and that tho laws and rules It 
makes aro atrlotly enforced. The reply of 
the Government of Manitoba, takea for 
granted that in the oducation law which it 
is asked to enaot it is nob required to do 
this, and thia is what makeB that reply ir- 
relevant and unreasonable. 



MANITOBA'S REPLY. 

The reply of the Manitoba Government 
with reapeob to the remedial order must 
atrlko thoao who have eo zealously taken 
tho part of that Government aa singularly 
incomplete and unsatisfactory. Ib is not 
allegod that tho minority have no griev 
anoe ; ib ia not asserted that tho Dominion 
Government seek to encroach on tho rights 
of Manitoba aa a province ; there is nob a 
hinb in the reply, as set forth in our tele 
gram of yosterday morning, that tho Ro 
man Catholics are aiming at a supremacy in 
the province to which they have no oonati 
tutional claim. In fact, tho Government's 
reply takea tho ground completely 
from under the feet of thoso who 
have been arguing and declaiming 
both in Manitoba and the other provinces of 
tho Dominion, aa tho advooateB of tho rights 
and privileges of tho majority in Manitoba. 
All that tho reply says Ib that if the Govern 
ment of Manitoba oarrloB out the sugges- 
tions oontained in the remedial order, tho 
CathollcB will have very bad schools indeed. 
Was there ever a more larae »nd impotent 
o jnoluBion than this ? 

Everyone knows that if tho publio 
money is oxpendod in maintaining aep 
arato schools in Manitoba the Gov- 
ernment ha3 the right — in fact it la tho 
Government's bounden duty— to boo that 
the money ib nob wastod. Such eoparato 
sohooln mast bo under Government inspec 
tion, and in all that pertaino to Becular 
instruction under Government control 
If tho separate schools under the old law 
wore bad ; if tho public money oxpendod on 
them was in great part waBtod— the govern 
menta of the time wore to ble me. Thoy had 
tho remedy in thoir own handB, and it was 
their faulb if they had not the ability or the 
courage to apply it. If a now oducation law 
wore onaotod to remedy the griovance of 
whioh tho Roman Catholic minority com 
plain it would be the duty of tho Govern 
ment by that law to provide that the teach- 
ers of soparato sohools should bo properly 
qualified, that Becular instruction in thoso 
schools should be efiioiontly imparted, that 
the aohool houses should bo of right size and 
proporly constructed, and that thoy ahould 
bo periodically visited by government in 
Bpectora whose buainess it would bo 
to eoo that the sohools wore 
kept up in all reapecta to the 
standard of bholr reapootivo grados. Thoro 
ia not, wo think, a Blnglo Roman Cat'lolio of 
intelligence in tho Province of Manitoba 
who would think of objooting if tho Govern- 
ment ahould take every precaution to oneuro 
tho aoparato schools being kept in an efiicioot 
condition. This being the cieo, tho objec- 
tion raised by tho Manitoba Government to 
complying with tho remedial order must 
strlko sensible men, whothor thoy aro 
Protestanta or Catholics, bb baing singularly 
weak, and indoed inconaiatont with reason 
and common aonso. That objoction means, 
if ib moans anything at all, that tho Leglala 
turo of tho Province is requirod to expend 
tho ,'public money on tho maintenance of 
separate schools without taking any moa- 
Buros to soouro adequate roBults from 
that expenditure. No ono Bupposos that 
tho Dominion Govornment would make 
Ruoh an utterly absurd requirement 
as that, ond wo are quite suro that if ib were 
made no Parliamentary majority oould bo 
found to sanction ib. If tho Government of 
a country oatabliahea a system of ednoa 
tion and provides that it shall be supported 
altogether or in part by the peoplo's taxes, 
it goes without Baying that it is tho duty of 
tho Govornment to boo to it that thoso taxea 
aro houoably and judicioualy oxpondod. Tho 
Govornment is responsible for tho roaults 
hat it cannot bo hold responsible if it does 
not oxoroI>e, and exorcise carefully and 
rigidly, ita right of supervision. 

There may bo aomo who will Hay (bat this 
ia a matter that concerns tho Roman 
Catholics of the provinoo alone, and that if 
thoy want to havo their children badly odu 



AFTER FIFTY YEARS. 

To hear Canadian Liberals talk about tho 
success of free trade in Groat Britain It 
might bo supposed bhat Parliamenb would 
havo nothing to do but no soo that the rev- 
enue that filled the Treasury to overflowing 
was properly expended, and to enaot euch 
laws only aa are required by a community bo 
prosperous that nono of its members know 
what want and enforced idleness mean. Is 
Great Britain, which has had free trade for 
nonrly half a century, in thia happy condi- 
tion J Greab Britain is moro favorably situ- 
abod for froe trado bhan any country under 
the sun. If after a fair trial of almost fifty 
yoirs free trade is not a complete success in 
that country, whero can ib be expeotod to 
suoceed ! 

That it haa nob proved a comploto 
sucoesa and that the Parliamenb of 
the nation musb face as host ib can the 
torrible social problems thab the statesmen 
and philanthropists of leBS favored nations 
are trying and trying in vain to solve, Ib 
aeon by the testimony of perhaps tho most 
competent and tho most reliable witness 
thab can be found in bho' wholo British 
Empire. In a apoech whioh Lord Salisbury 
lately delivered at Bradford, ho said : 

lb naturally follows thab a Parliamenb bo 
conduoted oannob perform any of those 
dutioa whioh we have beon accustomed to 
look for from Parliaments, namely, tho 
consideration of the grievances under whioh 
tho people aotually suffer, and tho measures 
we requiro for their relief. If you per- 
petually deal in large organic questions, 
which cannot be settled, if you perpetually 
raise controversies by whioh olasa ia set 
againab c1»bb, and oroed against oreed— all 
the moro Important, bub not Iobb dramatic 
oiroumstanoeB of a policy — all those things 
on which the daily life, welfare and happi- 
noBS of a people depend muab be negleoted, 
and fall into the background. (Hoar, 
hear.) And aro there no things which 
in theae doya we wish for Parliament 
bo oonaider ? It seemB to me that 
we have come upon a time when there aro 
some diilioulb problems facing those who 
have to guide the oounaola of the people, 
moro than has ooourred for many genera- 
tions. (Hear, hoar.) Aa you know, I am 
happy to hear that for the preaont year you 
have come upon prosperous times in Brad- 
ford after a serious depression of several 
yoara. (Hear, hoar.) You know how tho 
difficulty of tho unemployed iB rising in tho 
South — (boar, hoar)— how from the vast 
maas of men who havo no evil will, against 
whom no harm caD bo abated, who have only 
this ono wish, one demand, that the labor 
whioh they are prepared to givo ahould be 
accepted, and maintenance givon them in 
place of it, to whom ib has been necessary, 
through want of employment, to givo them 
in return a disappointing answer. (Hear, 
hear.) We pasa theae thingB over; 
wo expreBa them in briof languago ; 
wo do nob take note as tho nation 
flloa rapidly under our eyos ; wo do 
not take noto of that misery, that despair, 
to question that utter despair of women and 
children, what physical eufierintc ia involved 
in these fearful facta. I feel that, aa long 
aa the problem of tho unemployed presents 
to ua tho featuroa it haa shown during tho 
last winter, we cannot Bay that our con- 
science as Btateamon and politicians la dis- 
charged if wo do not attempt at all ovents 
to solve ib to the utmost energies in our 
power. (Applamo ) Well, then, look at 
tho Btato of agrioulturo. Kvorywhere, 
especially in the east of England, you hoar 
of farms abandoned, land uncultivated, 
laborers unemployed, poverty and misery 
increaaing. Ia this no subject for the con 
sldoration of parliament ? (Hear, hear ) Ia 
it not moro important than theso organic 
questions upon which wo havo spent so 
much time ? ((ireat and prolonged cheerinc ) 
Ia it cob moro important we ahould save 
men, well-to do men, from ruin, and work- 
ing men from starvation, instead of hound- 
ing class against class, and crocd against 
oreed, in our country ! (Renewed applause.) 

This is the language of a man who haa 
studied and is studying tho problems of 
whioh he speaks. Ho has formed a truo es- 
timate of their importance. He sees that 
tho purely polltioal quoBtions which havo of 
late years ocouplod so much of the attontion 
of tho people, and whioh havo oroatod such 
greab oxcitomonb, dwindlo into insignificance 
when compared with tho groat social and 
oconomio questions whioh press for solution, 
and in tho settlement of whioh tho welfare 
and indeed the vory existonoo of millions are 
involved. Ib is easy to boo why Lord Sails- 
buiy speaks so foolingly on this subject, Ho 
has witnoaaed the misery he doaoriboa. Ho 
has been a belplosa but nob an indifferent 
Bpcotator of tho sufferings of tho unemploy- 
ed and those dependent on thorn, and it is 
evident thab ho ia determined that 
if ib is in tho power of tho rulers 
of tho country to help theso poor people or 
to mitigate their sufferings, ho and those 
over whom ho has influence will bo helpless 
no longor. Tho mass of tho unemployed 
and tho mon who are ongaged in agriculture 
are calling upon the Government for holp 
Tho Government, Instoad of trying to aid 
thoso who aro ready to poriah, aro talking 
to thorn about Homo Rulo for Irolund, tho 
Disestablishment of tho Church in Wales, 
tho Abolition of the House of Lorda. Tho 
people aro asking for broad and tho Govorn- 
ment offers them a atono. Jt ia timo, 
Lord Salisbury says, that an ond was put 
to this. The Govornment of Groat Britain, 
in his opinion, ahould sob about trying to 
remody tho evils with whioh tho nation is 
allllotod — aobual ovIIb, from whioh millions 
aro suffering to-day. Yob Groab Bribaln has 



for fifty years been orij >ying the bleBaicg 
whioh our Liberal countrymen are tolling us 
will make Canada prosperous and happy 
until the end of time. 

STILL DISLOYAL. 

Lord Salisbury has again exposed himtelf 
to tho censure of ultra-loyal Canadians. 
Ho haa beon tolling Englishmen that if they 
want to proaorvo thoir trado and if they do- 
alro to compete BUOassifully with the pro- 
tectionist nations of the world, they must 
look to iho unoiviliz d and balf-olvilized 
oountries of the world for now markets! 
This is what ho is reported to havo said, 
and that, too, only a few daya ago : 

If wo mean to hold our own against the 
sfforta of the civilized powers of tho world 
to strangle our commerce by their prohibi- 
tive financo, wo must be prepared to take 
the requisite meaeures to open now markets 
for ourselves among the half-civllizod or un- 
civilized uatione of tho globe, and we must 
not bj afraid if thab effort, whioh is vital to 
our industries, should bring with it new 
reBponaibilitioa of empire and govornment. 

It ia a pity thab our Mr. Laurier was nob 
at hand to Beverely robuko tho Uriti&h ex- 
promler for hie "disloyalty." After ho had 
spoken Lord Salisbury would no doubt havo 
lefb tho platform humiliated and abashed, 
and would novor again toll tho people of 
England that if they wished to maintain 
their commercial aupremaoy they must do 
what they could to extend tho empire on 
continents not yob exploited by tho protec- 
tionist nations of the oivilized world. Sir 
Charles H. Tuppor, who incurrod tho right- 
eous wrath of tho Loader of tho Canadian 
Opposition, novor said anylhing bo " die 
loyal " aa tho aontoncos to which Lord Salia 
bury only tho other day gavo uttorauco at 
Bradford. In fact tho head and front of 
tho Canadian Ministor'a offending was 
whothor consciously or unconsciously wo 
do not know — to paraphrase a passage of a 
apoech delivered by Lord Salisbury somo 
timo proviouBly ; a speech, too, in which tho 
English statesman deplored that Groat Brit- 
ain had by her frbo trado polioy deprived 
horsolf of tho advantage of paying tho pro- 
tectionists back in thoir own coin.

J. C. Pre- 
voat, the defoudam, Btated that he was part 
owner, bat left tho management entlroly to 
Adams, and had warned the latter that he 
waa never to carry passengers. Moses Mo 
Grogor, of Mi Gregor & JeeveB, was n's > 
called by the detence, to prove a lottergu»r 
anteeing I he towago of the Velos on the 
night in question and asking Robt. Ward 
& Co , their agents, to dlBpatch tho tug. 
Mr. Belyea argu°d that Mr. Prevost had no 
control of tho luat although part ownor, 
and thab tho letter read clearly showed that 
Mr. Provost was not employing the tug. In 
any case, tho crow or servants of tho ownor, 
lessee or charterer should not be considered 
as paBBengors. Magistrate Macrae held 
that tho Velos towed tho barge with pussen 
gors oboard, and that being the caso Mr. 
ProvoBt as ono of tho owners was liable. 
The prosecution not proBBing for a heavy 
sentence the minimum fino of $20 was im- 
posed.

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OUR OTTAWA LETTER. 

British Columbia Members Briuu Brit 
Ish Columbia Concerns Into Prom- 
inence— Chief Justice Davie. 



Obligation to Maintain the Eiliciency 
of the B. C B. G. A.— The Fruit 
Interest— Superannuations. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Juno 8.— It oanuot be said that 
much progress has been made with leRiala- 
tion this wcok, although tho Government 
has secured one of tho private members' 
days, upon which ministerial business may 
have precedonoo. Tho opposition manifeat 
an inordinate desiro to talk, and they cxor- 
ciae this feeling to tho fullest poasiblo bent. 
Some members, like McMullen for inBtanoe, 
discuss evory subject that cornea up in Sup- 
ply. Thoy are tho watch dogs of tho nation, 
and in their own estimation it is propor to 
pass nothing unless they have had their any 
upon it. 

The members for Britiah Columbia have 
been well in evidence this week. Oa the 
bill providing for tho s.darioB of certain 
judges required in different provinces, Col. 
Prior made a very effectivo apoech as a ro- 
suit of the opposition attack upon Chiof Jus- 
tice Divie. In order to give Mr. 
Datie a salary of 60,000 it waa decided 
by the government to inoroaao tho pay of tho 
jadgo in admiralty from §000 to $1,000, thus 
puttinc British Columbia on tho same foot- 
ing as Nova Scotia and Now Brunswick. 
The opposition onuld not Bee why tho sum 
for tho British Columbia judge should bo 
S),U(J0, although Sir Charles H. Tupper ex- 
plained that it was fixed at $000 in 1891 on 
account, of t he high salary which Sir Mat- 
thew Begbie was then receiving. Col. Prior 
twitted tho opposition, when their repre- 
sentatives, particularly Mr. Laurior and 
Mr. Fraaer, woro in Victoria lost yoar, 
with having 

I'KOMISKD EVERYBODY 

an increase of Balary and auggostod the ex- 
penditure of monoy on the harbor and in 
overy other direction, and yet on tho vory 
first vote asked for in the houao in relation to 
Britiah Columbia they took up the whole 
aftornoon trying to stop it. Col. Prior paid 
a high tribute to Chief Juasice Davie. Mr. 
Laurior was evidently mueh annoyod at the 
manner in which Col. Prior had got ufter 
him and suggested that all he had said when 
in British Columbia was that it waa a dia- 
graoo that the rook in Viotoria harbor 
should bo without a light. Subsequently 
tho item passed. 

Later on tho same day Col. Prior contri- 
buted an interesting Bpeeoh or.: ho subject 
of the militia estimates. He strongly dis- 
approved of the idea of cutting down the 
permanent ooips. He thought instead of 
doing this parliament ought to vote more 
money for the militia forco. Then ho dealt 
with the question of 

DRILLING THE AltTlLLEHY, 

and urged that this important arm of the 
aervico Bhould not be negleoted. He pro- 
ceeded as follows : " I am specially inter- 
ested ia tho artillery, and if hon. gentlemen 
will pardon me I will oito aa an instance my 
own regiment. Wo have been put undor a 
new establishment, and raised from 175 to 
r>'25 men. Every commanding ollioor knows 
tho time and monoy it takes to keep a regi- 
ment of that aizs up. We have just got our 
regiment In a pretty efficient state, and if 
we wore not allowed to drill this year the 
concequenoo would be that wo would loie 
half tho men. They would say : Tho gov- 
ernment have not taken an inlorcst in us, 
although we havo done our best on our part. 
A great many of the officers havo gone 
through three months' hard work in tho 
short course. They have purchaaod their 
uniforms, and if they see that the govern- 
ment doeB not care for thorn, how can we 
expect them to cure for tho government or 
for tho militia ? 

" Another feature of tho Britiah Columbia 
garrison artillery is, that if they aro not 
drilled and kopt efficient, thla government 
would be breaking faith with Kugland We 
havo come to an arrangoment with tho Im- 
perial authorities with regard to tho build- 
ing of forts at Esqnimalt. I believe tho to- 
tal amount spent on the fortifications there 
will wmount to nearly £1,000,000 Bterliog 
before they are completod, making thorn tho 
moBt modern kind of fortifications. Tho 
Imperial government haa a email company 
of 100 royal marine artillery to take charge 
of the guns and koep thorn clean, but the 
agreement with tho Imperial government ia 
that Canada shall man those guna. That is 
the reason that the Britiah Columbia garri- 
son artillery waa rai-ed to tho preaont 
strength of 525 men. Uulosa tho Dominion 
government provide that those men and the 
officers commanding thorn aro efficiently 
drilled and properly qualified to take oharge 
thero in eaao any trouble arises, they uro, 1 
say, breaking faith with the Imperial auth- 
orities. I therefore urge on the government 
that the British Columbia garrison artillery 
should bo drilled this year and every yesr. 
I also have he-»rd it atated that tho govern- 
ment might allow enough money to dtill for 
eight days. Well, I thiuk that is very 
small potatoes, indoed. Tho men aro sup 
ported to draw* drill pay for twelve days, 
which amounts to §6 a man, but doiSSOS of 
my men havo put in between fifty and sixty 
aiid soventy-livo drlllo a yoar, and yet they 
only got paid for twelve. I hope that tho 
Minister of Militia will use his best ondoav- 
ora to soo that notonly thoruralandclty bat- 
taliono aro drilled, but that, also tho field 
batteries and garrison artilloriea shall bo 
drilled as well." 

At the meeting of tho oommitteo on 
Agriculture tho other morning Mr. Cor- 
bould spoke oucouragingly of tho fruit in- 
terests of British Columbia. His observa- 
tions were called forth by an address of Mr. 
Craig, Horticulturist of tho Central Experi- 
mental Farm, who had reforrod to tho 
work which his branch was doing In every 
province save British Columbia. Mr. Cor- 
bould said thab it would be necessary for 
him to fill iu tho hiatus which Mr. Craig 
had left blank. Britiah Columbia waa eo 
Bent-tally a fruib growing provinco, and lie 
did not hesitate to say that it could grow 
fiuituBwoll as any othor province of the 
Dominion and possibly ae well as any other 
country in tho world. The fruit growers, 
however, did not olaim to know everything 
and they would ho ready to confer with tho 
Farm authorities as to how to grow fruit 
and the beet classes to grow. For instance, 
it waB felt that in tho matter of packing the 
fruit tho Britiah Columbians woro not up to 
the times, and they would

tho result of tho experiments made in the 
Kxab. They folt that thoy did nob receive 
that amount of attention from the farm au- 
thorities that they deeorved. Apart from 
tho visits of the dirootor, Prof. SaundorB, 
only one department of the farm — tho dairy 
department — had paid any attention to tho 
provinco. A good many promises had boon 
made bib tho fulfilment had not yet beon 
soon, British Columbia fully oxpeobed to 
bo ablo to find a ready market for her fruit 



In the Northwest, where large fruit was nob 
grown at all. If a few boxes of cherries, 
plums or grapea were ahipped to Calgary 
they would be snapped up at ones, and ho 
thought that by a liotlo fostering on the part 
of the farm authorities tho fruit industry of 
11. C. oould bo greatly built up. Mr. Craig 
ic reply said that tho faab '..lust not 
be overlooked that the government 
had established a brunch cxporimontal farm 
in the provinoa. Mr. Sharp, tho superin- 
tendent, waa endeavoring to do all ho oould 
to aid agriculturalists and hortio ilturalintf. 
He (Mr Craig) would bo glad to couvoy Mr. 
Corbould's repreacntations to tho Minister, 
ued was aatiefied that honoeforth thero 
would bo little reason for complaint. It had 
already boon arranged that Mr. Flotchor, 
entomologiab of thn experimental farm, 
should loavo for British Columbia In a few 
wooka for tho purpooo of addressing moob- 
ings and studying tho lines of work thare 
pertaining to his department. Mr. Cor- 
bould said he quito agreed with Mr. Craig 
as to his estimate of tho Suporintoudont of 
tho British Columbia farm. Mr. Sharp was 
a very efficient man in evory way. 

Mr. MoMullen'a effort at law making this 
week came to an untimely end. Ho had on 
tho order papor a bill to amond tho superan- 
nuation act, the objeot being to restrict tho 
granting of superannuation and to endeavor 
to make the revenue and expenditure bal- 
anoo. After Mr. McMullen had opoken on 
tho bill for Borne time Mr. Speakor e-aid ho 
would havo to rule it out of order as tho 
measure croated a ohargo on the publio rov- 
onue, which it was not eompetont for any 
privato member of tho houso to imposo by 
bill. Tho measure, If introduced at all, 
must be introduced on tho responsibility of 
the crown. The Speaker's ruling was do- 
batod in a friondly way by constitutional 
authorities like Mr. Mills, bub His Honor 
stuck to his deciatan. He pointed 
out that tho chiof provision of 
tho bill was that any person now 
in the permanent civil sorvico. and haviDg 
ooutributed to the superannuation fund, 
should bo entitlod to select whether ho 
should retain his right to superannuation 
under the provisions of tho act or abandon 
the same, and uocept In liou thoreof the pro- 
visions of the day. If ho abandoned his 
right to superannuation under tho existing 
act, and Mr. MoMullen'a bill became law, 
clearly tho government would bo bound to 
pay 5 per cent, compound interest upon tho 
amount paid in, not only to tho individual 
himself, but to hio legal representatives iu 
case of his death In the service. That, in 
the Speaker's judgment, certainly imposed a 
charge upon tho public rovonuo, und for this 
re»son could not bo proaaod by Mr. MoMul- 
len. Accordingly this is the last we Bhall 
aeo of this mousure this session. 

THE QUESTION OK SUPERANNUATION, 

howovor, la bound to crop up. Mr. Foster 
has a bill on tho Bame subject on the order 
papor, the principal provision of which ia to 
increase the assessment on the salariea of 
civil Bervanta of all classes, from 2 per cent, 
to 3J per cent. Thla proviaion naturally 
has evoked oonaldorablo opposition, as it 
affects the salaries of every permanent 
officer, whether of tho Inside or outside sor- 
vico, from Halifax to Viotoria. It ia folt 
that if the percentage la to bo increased 
some proviaion should be made for the 
families of those who die in harnesp. Within 
the past throe weeks throe gentlemen, who 
have beon for many years in the public sor- 
vioe and who havo paid large sums into tho 
superannuation fund, died and their families 
will not receive ono oont from tho Bums that 
have so boon paid in. It will thus be seen 
that thero aro two sides to this question. 
Mr. McMullon eimply holds up the ono and 
shows how muoh certain parties have drawn 
from tho fund, amounting probably to 

THOUSANDS OF DOLLARS, 

while thoy have only paid in perhaps a few 
hundred. Tho member for North Welling- 
ton can clto eomo cases of this charactor but 
he takes no heed of tho hundreds of oases 
whore the converse is truo. A notable in- 
stance in point is that of Mr. James Plun- 
kott, who died tho othor day. Aa superin- 
tendent of the stamp branch of the post 
offico department and as a civil servant for 
30 yeara, Mr. PluDkott had paid a good 
sum annually into tho superannuation fund, 
lie died in office, and consequently all the 
monoy he haa contributed goes to the credit 
of the fund and his family get no benefit. 
All that they will roooive will be the usual 
gratuity amounting to two months' Balary. 
Now that Mr. Foster's hill is boforo the 
Houae the service ib Booking to roaoh an 
equitable arrangomenb. They will not object 
to the incroasod aBeoasmont providod that 
Borne clause is onaotod whoroby a certain 
portion of the amount contributed to tho 
fund will go to their fumlllea in tho event of 
doath occurring before superannuation has 
taken plaoo. A mass meeting of tho aorvice 
ia to be held in a few dayB for the purpoae 
of diacuaalng tho wholo aubjeot. 

From timo to time thero haa boon talk rf 
tho Fiahoriea Department doing aomothing 
for the oncourugoment of lobster culture in 
British Columbia waters. Your readers 
well remember tho Ignominious failure which 
took place some years ago In the uttompt to 
i-hip live lobstors to tho Pacific Coast, thn 
crustaceans being froz-n before they left tho 
Maritime Provinces. Mr. Corbnuld has beon 
discussing tho matter with Prof. Prince, 
commissioner of fisheries, ond it is not im- 
probable that a supply of lobster ova will bo 
sent to British Columbia and the eggs 
hatched out thero.

"JADE" CARVINGS. 

A Little Information About the Beautiful Col- 
lection at :57 Yutes Street. 

The natives of tho MiDg di Sung dlatriot, 
at the headwaters of the Yang tse Kiang 
river, in the interior of China, whoBO singu- 
lar, pioturoeque costumos have attracted so 
much attention on tho streets lately, in an 
interview with a reporter of the Colonist 
wero found to be most interesting oharau 
ters. Very few df their people have ever 
lefb their native plaoo, soma 700 miles 
north of tho Nepaul frontier. A native in- 
terpreter was necessary as thoy epeak a 
dialect different from the ordinary Chinese. 
Tho district from which they come is ono of 
tho moat denaely populated in tho Chinese 
Empire. Although less than one-oighth tho 
size, of British Columbia, it contains a 
population of more than six millions, 

lual to tho entire population of 
Canada, and more than 700 to tho 
iquare mile. The exhibition and Balo of 
carved j*de work they have boon holding at 
37 Yates street, comprises the most curious 
and uniquo collection of Btone ornaments 
over aeon in thia country. The work is all 
cut by hand, after Oriental designs, from a 

ariegated rock c»lled " yuk " stono, a kind 
of soft pde, and ia akillfully carved in moat 
intricato forms, which are aa much a 
curioaity to the ordinary Chinaman of Vic- 
1oria ae tn the white people. Tho workmen 
u tho Ming dlatriot recoivo but a few 
ci nta a day for thoir labor, and tho product 
i f their i- kill ie carried in baekota slung on 
P' 1 s by the native carriers. Thoro is not a 
wheeled vehiclo in tho district, and this 
heavy rock is transported by men half way 
acroas tho empire to Shanghai, tho port 
of shipment. Tho royal permission was neces- 
sary beforo thoeo natives were permitted to 
leavo. They intend going east and visiting 
tho larger ci'ifs c f Canada, ar.tl to day will 
oloeo their exhibition anrl sale at tho ealea 
room of Ptiny E Davia & Co. Tho Balo, ao 
far, has resulted in small price?, but has 
been well attended and is well worth viait 
ing To day will bo tho last time that nn 
opportunity will bo allordod of eeeing thia 
curious collection.

"Certainly, with pleasure," answered 
Lamartine, taking four crisp 1 ,000 franc 
notes out of a drawer of his writing table 

Buloz, quite unprepared for this prompt 
way of transacting business, faltered 
"Dut then I owe you .something for tho«6 
verses. ' ' 

"Oh, that is of no consequence. Do not 
mention that," said Lamartine carelessly. 

"Excuse nits, monsieur lu ministro, but 
Tho Revue des Deux Mondes prefers not to 
bo under obligation," said the editor very 
stiflly. 

"Ah, then t ho matter Is very easily ad- 
justed. Let us call it 4,000 francs," and 
Lamartine replaced the notes in his draw- 
er, locking It up carefully. — Youth's Com- 
panion.
